DIES SUDDENLY 
THIS MORNING 


Howard C. Hartley, 80, one of the 


founders of the Dougherty and 
Hartley dry goods store on center 
square, died suddenly at 4:15 o'clock 
Uiis morning at iiL Lome, 301 Car-; 
lisle street. A heart attack caused! 
death.

Mr. Hartley had been in his usual 


health Thursday and had worked at 
his store just as he had for the 
last half century with the exception 
of two brief periods of illness. He 
was short of breath Thursday eve- 
ning and had retired about 7 o'clock. 
A physician was called when he was 
stricken early this morning but 
death occurred before the doctor 
arrived. 


Dougherty and Hartley's store, 


which Mr. Hartley operated as a 
partner and for the last seven years 
as sole owner, has been a landmark 
to the town's business section with 
a record of 52 consecutive years on 
the same site. Today the store was 
closed until after the funeral serv- 
ices which have been set for Mon- 
day afternoon. 


Started as Clerk 


Mr. Hartley, who marked his 


eightieth birChday anniversary last 
November, was born in East Berlin. 
He was the last of nine children of 
the late John and Justina (Wil- 
liams) Hartley. He came to Gettys- 
burg in his middle 'teens and re- 
sided here since that time. He came 
to the county seat to take a-posi- 
tion as a clerk to the dry goods 
store operated by George Spangler 
on the present site of the Plaza res- 
taurant on the square. 


In 1892 he and the late Dorsey 


Dougherty formed a 
partnership 


which continued until 1937 when 
Mr. Dougherty withdrew although 
the men continued to conduct the 
Dougherty and Hartley insurance 
jiggncy which they formedjrears^ago 
when ^hey bought out the Picking 
agency. 
Since Mr. Dougherty's 


death, January 26, 1941, Mr. Hart- 
ley and Edward Stine, an employe 
at the store," have conducted the 
fire and casualty insurance business 
under- the- old name. 


Church Officer 


Mr. Hartley was a director and 


vice president of the former" Citi- 
zen's Trust company and for a num- 
ber of years had been a director.of 
the Evergreen cemetery association. 
He also was a member of the boards 
of directors of the Gettysburg Ice 
and Storage company and the 
Adams County Cold Storage com- 
pany. 


The deceased was a lifelong mem- 


ber of St. James Lutheran church. 
He was a church trustee and for 
many years was a member of the 
church council. 


Mr. Hartley's wife, the former 


Miss Annie Artman, died to 1907.

FDR WILL NOT 
SIGN SOLDIER 
.VOTE MEASURE 
Washington, March 31 (AP) — 


President Roosevelt notified Con- 
gress today he was letting the serv- 
ice vote bill become law without his 
signature even though he considered 
it "wholly inadequate" in providing 
service men and women an oppor- 
tunity to ballot. 


The Chief Executive sent a mes- 


sage to Capitol/Hill announcing his 
intention to let the controverted 
measure become law at midnight to- 
night. 


In it, he appealed to the states 


to cooperate in making the bill as 
"fully effective as its defective pro- 
visions will allow." 


The measure would let service men 


and women overseas vote with fed- 
eral ballots but only if they had 
applied for state ballots by Septem- 
ber 1 and did not receive them by 
October 1. In addition, the gover- 
nors of their states would have to 
certify that the ballots were author- 
ized by state law.

Yank Armada Pounds 
Palau, 550 Miles Out 
Of Philippines; Jap 
Fleet Turns and Runs

U. S. Pacific Fleet Headquar- 


ters, Pearl Harbor, March 31 
(AP)—Roaring; defiance within 
600 statute miles of the Philip- 
pines, masses of American war- 
ships opened the war's first at- 
tack Wednesday on the powerful - 
Japanese Naval base of Palau, 
and 
Nipponese 
Naval units 


there, forewarned by planes of 
the armada's approach, deserted 
the area in flight. 


"Our attacks continue," an- 


nounced Adm. Chester W. Nimitr - 
in phraseology recalling: first dis- 
closure of the overwhelming 
two-day carrier plane strike 
Feb. 16-17 on Truk, 1,175 miles 
east of Palau. 


Destructive Blows 


Allied Headquarters, Southwest 


Pacific, March 31 (AP)—Japanese 
strongholds to the Caroline islands 
have felt the first destructive blows 
of Allied bombers operating from 
bases recently won from the~<2iremy 
to the Bismarck sea. 


Liberator heavy bombers from 


south 
Pacific 
airdromes blasted 


Truk, enemy air and Naval base, 
Wednesday, leaving 
49 
Japanese 


planes wrecked on the ground and 
smoke rising from shop and hangar 
areas on Eten island in the atoll, 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur said in a 
special communique today. Several 
intercepting planes were shot down. 


United 
States 
Navy 
Catalina 


planes the same day hit the Jap- 
anese seaplane base and airdrome at 
Woleai island. 460 nautical miles 
west of Truk and- 380 miles south of 
Guam, the United States possession 
which fell to Japanese forces shortly 
after the war started. 


200 Direct Hits 


Both these strikes, along with a 


mighty Allied air smash at the Jap- 
anese base at Hollandia, Dutch New 
Guinea, Tuesday night and Wednes- 
day coincided with the opening at- 
tack on the Palau islands at dawn 
Thursday (West Pacific Time) by a 
powerful United States task force. 


South Pacific bombers which at- 


tacked Truk scored 200 direct hits 
on installations, to the first demon- 
stration that the base now may 
expect aerial blows from two direc- 
tions from the south and from 
American airdromes in the Marshall 
islands. 


In the Truk attack 90 Japanese 


fighters 
attempted 
interception, 


harassing the Liberators for 45 
minutes on their homeward flight. 
The communique said five to 20 of 
the interceptors were shot down, 
while the attackers lost but one 
plane, with others damaged. 


Smash 108 Planes 


In the blow at Hollandia, where 


the Japanese have built up strength 
to compensate for Allied destruc- 
tion at Wewak, farther east along 
the New Guinea coast. Liberator 
bombers smashed 108 enemy planes 
on the ground, the communique 
said. 


Of 40 enemy interceptors, 10 were 


shot down for sure and seven prob- 
-ably. Allied losses were "negligible," 
the communique said. 


Anearlier communique today told 


of the loss of three Allied PT patrol 
boats, possibly to the gunfire of 
Allied planes and an American de- 
stroyer. Statements to the com- 
munique and by a headquarters 
spokesman indicated that 11 crew- 
men of the P^boats were lost: 


2 PT 'Boats Sunk 


Two PT boats were sunk In Open 


bay. New Britain, under circum- 
stances todica'ting that "friendly 
planes, failing to recognize Identi- 
fication signals, may mistakingly 
have attacked," the communique 
said. 


The other PT boat, operating close 


inshore along Bougainville island 
to the Solomons, was reported hit by 
a destroyer shell during a bombard- 
ment.

Japs Give Up 
Oil And Coal 
Lease To Reds

Moscow, March 31 (AP) — The 


Japanese government received today 
a staggering blow from the west 
when the Soviet government an- 
nounced it had signed a protocol 
under which Tokyo agreed to sur- 
render her oil and coal leases on 
northern Sakhalin island to the 
Pacific. 


The Russians contracted to fur- 


nish Japan with 50,000 tons of oil 
a year for five years beginning after 
the war. 


The Soviet Union also will pay 


Japan 5,000,000 rubles (about $950,- 
000) 
under terms of the protocol 


signed yesterday. Japan promised 
to hand over to Russia all property, 
including equipment, material and 
food, which belongs to Japanese 
concessionaires to northern Sakha- 
lin. 


Get Fishing: Rights 


Japan owns the southern half of 


Sahkalin island and Russia owns 
the north half. The oil and coal 
leases originally ran until 1970. 


Only last night, the Russians an- 


nounced renewal of an agreement 
granting Japan fishing privileges In 
Far Eastern waters for five more 
years. The fisheries pact renewal 
is based on the 1941 neutrality 
treaty under which Russia and 
Japan have remained at peace. 


The Russians will supply Japan 


with oil from the Okhinsky fields 
after the war. The Soviets promised 
the Japanese free export of oil and 
coal from storerooms to the con-

LABOR PARTY 
IS SPLIT OVER 


RED ELEMENT 


By SAMUEL G. BLACKMAN 
New York, March 31 (AP) — The 


turbulent career of the American 
Labor Party, organized in 1936 to 
support President Roosevelt in his 
home state, was climaxed Thursday 
by secession of right wing leaders, 
who said the party was now Com- 
munist-dominated. 


Having lost co'ntrol of the state 


committee in Tuesday's primary to 
a left wing-CIO coalition, the right 
wing quit the party last night after 
declaring "another experiment in 
independent labor political action 
has failed." 


Their statement said "Earl Brow- 


der (Communist leader) has cap- 
tured the American Labor Party." 


Politicians pondered what effect 


the split would have on the develop- 
ing presidential campaign. 


May Affect FDR 


The withdrawing leaders admitted 


concern for "the effect the disap- 
pearance of the ALP as a liberal- 
labor party may have on the Roose- 
velt strength in our state" should 
he seek re-election. 


The ALP, whose state committee 


makes the party's presidential nom- 
ination, gave Mr. Roosevelt 300,000 
votes in 1936. In 1940 it gave him 
400,000—more than the margin by 
which he won New York's 47 elec- 
toral votes. 


The left wing is as ardently in 


support of a. fourth term for the 
President as the right wing, but the 
latter said during the campaign it 
"did not want to put the President 
on the spot" with a nomination 
from "a Communist - controlled 
American Labor Party." 


Their statement of withdrawal 


said: 


"It will be our duty to rally the 


hundreds of thousands of voters in 
the Empire state, who voted for the 
ALP in the past but who would 
shun a Communist-ALP, to the 
banner of President Roosevelt.

DEATH THREAT 


Los Angeles, IVIarch 31 (AP)— 


White-haired Charlie Chaplin was 
recalled to the witness stand today 
to enact one of the most dramatic 
roles of his long, colorful career— 
a further denial of government 
charges he transported his former 
protege, Joan Berry, to New York 
and back for immoral purposes. 


The 54-year old comedian's first 


day on the stand was climaxed by 
one big moment that rivaled in 
tenseness that of Miss Berry's final 
day of testimony last Friday when 
she neared collapse as the defense 
introduced some of her letters to 
him. 


Tears welled in Chaplin's eyes and

Bv SAMUEL G. BLACKMAN 
New York, Marrh 31 (AP) — Tile 
turbulent career of the American 
Labor Party, organized in 1930 to 
his 
home state, was climaxed Thursday 
by secession of right wing leaders, 
who said the party was now Com­ 
munist-dominated. 
Having lost, control of the state 
committee in Tuesday’s primary to 
a left wing-CIO coalition, the right 
wing quit the party last night after 
declaring “another experiment in 
independent labor political action 
has failed.” 
Their statement said “Earl Brow­ 
der (Communist leader) has cap­ 
tured the American Labor Party.” 
Politicians pondered what effect 
the split, would have on the develop­ 
ing presidential campaign. 
May Affect FBR 
The withdrawing leaders admitted 
concern for “the effect the disap­ 
pearance of the ALP as a liberal- 
labor party may have on the Roose­ 
velt strength in our state” should 
he seek re-election. 
The ALP. whose state committee 
makes the party’s presidential nom­ 
ination. gave Mr. Roosevelt 300,000 
votes in 1936. In 1940 it gave him 
400,000—more than the margin by 
which he won New York’s 47 elec­ 
toral votes. 
The left wing is as ardently in 
support of a fourth term for the 
President as the right wing, but the 
latter said during the campaign it 
‘did not want to put the President 
on the spot” with a nomination

The citadel of a Nation is the 
Home. It is the nesting place, from 
which springs everything precious 
and enduring in a free State. From 
the humblest of these homes have 
often come the most substantial of 
all leaders and rulers, as well as 
those who contribute so much to the 
arts and sciences, without which 
little progress can be made.

W hite-haired Charlie Chaplin was 
recalled to the witness stand today 
to enact one of the most dramatic 
roles of his long, colorful career— 
a 
further denial of 
government 
charges he transported his former 
protege, Joan Berry, to New York 
and back for immoral purposes. 
The 54-year old comedian’s first 
day on the stand was climaxed by 
one big moment that rivaled in 
tenseness that of Miss Berry’s final 
day of testimony last Friday when 
she neared collapse as the defense 
introduced some of her letters to 
him. 
Tears welled in Chaplin’s eyes and 
he dabbed at them with a handker­ 
chief as he related yesterday that 
the 24-year-old Miss Berry, armed 
with pistol, came to his Beverly 
Hills home one night and said: ‘ I’m 
going to kill you.” 
Earlier, he vigorously refuted Miss 
Berry’s previous claim that they 
had been intimate, both in the film 
actor’s suite at New’ York’s Wal­ 
dorf-Astoria hotel in October, 1942, 
and following her return to Cali­ 
fornia.

Washingtoh, March 31 (AP)—For 


the 4-F's—worried or confused by 
all the talk about drafting them— 
here are some main points, plus 
some problems the government must 
solve: 


First: The only purpose of such 


a draft would be to force 4-F's into 
war essential jobs. 


Second: It seems certain such a 


draft must come through special 
congressional 
legislation 
— not 


through a selective sen-ice order— 
because so maro special pic'oluns 
are involved. 


There are 3,600,000 men in 4-F— 


those between 18 and 38 found phy- 
sically unfit for soldering—and of 
that number the war manpower 
commission says only one million are 
not in essential jobs. 


Expect Fight 


Therefore, it is that one million

Before congress okays a draft—if 


it ever does—a strong fight on the 
floor seems~sure. Not a!T~congress- 
men will agree such a draft would 
be effective. Even top government 
officials are in disagreement now. 


The House Military subcommittee 


which this week investigated the 
problem, has recommended quick ac- 
tion by congress. It did not recom- 
mend immediate induction of 4-F's. 


It suggested, however, that the 


armed forces get to work imme- 
diately to have plans ready for 
handling 4-F's, if congress approves 
their induction. 


This is what the committee pro- 


poses congress enact into law: 


The 4-F's in essential jobs to re- 


main free from the draft as long as 
they stay in those jobs. The rest 
would be called. Once inducted, if 
they were willing to take essential 
war jobs, they would be furloughed 
from the army. If they should refuse 
such jobs,'they would be kept in 
army labor battalions. 


Army Pay For Some 


Those furloughed into civilian jobs, 


of course, would be paid the civilian 
salary, drawing no army pay. Those

BANYAN TREE IS 
COSTLY BASTION 
FOR JAPANESE 


Hill 
2GO, Bougainville, Solomon 


Islands, March 25 (Delayed) <AP)— 
This is the story of a tree, probably 
the highest-priced tree in the world. 


This tree was a banyan, rising 125 


feet above the very edge of a cliff 
which dsops 260 feet almost straight 
down to the Torokina riverbed. It 
overlooked half-mile-wide Torokina 
valley—and Japanese positions on 
jungled hills across the river. 


Americans built an observation 


post in the top of this tree. 


On the night of March 9 Japanese 


crawled up the steep cliff, captured1 
the tree and by dawn had dug in. 
They "tunneled like moles," said 
Maj. Gen. John B. Hodge, com- 
mander of the 37th Division. "It's 
funny,"—but 
the 
general 
didn't 


mean humorous—"our boys have 
been trying for 17 days to recapture 
that tree." 


Several Americans were killed and 


others wounded in futile attempts 
to take it. It is only 20 yards from 
American lines. 


"They tried everything," General 


Hodge continued. "Flamethrowers 
had no effect. They tried mortars 
and bazookas. They finally sprayed 
the tree with gasoline and fired it. 
Japanese ammunition at the tree 
base exploded but the Nips still were 
there. 


Used TorpetToes 


"Then gasoline burned the inside 


of the tree and it fell." 


"Actually the charred half-shell of 


the tree trunk still stuck up 30 feet, 
affording a protective screen for 
enemy riflemen and machinegun- 
ners." The Japanese.once had four 
machineguns there but at least three 
were knocked out. 


"One Nip remained," the general 


added. "He had a rifle. This morn- 
ing a flame-thrower got him. This 
afternoon- we're blowing it up with 
bangalore torpedoes to make sure 
the Japs don't come back." 


A week ago, two platoons led by 


Lt. Benton Hammond of Meadville, 
Pa., and Second Lt. Richard L. Roy 
of Mt. Lake Park, Md., attempted 
a flanking movement. They sur- 
prised and killed 22 Japanese in pill- 
boxes built into the cliff. 
The 


Americans had to withdraw, how- 
ever, before reaching the tunnels. 
That try cost three lives and one 
wounded. A later similar move also 
failed. 


Story Unfinished 


Hill 260 is several hundred yards 


ahead of the U. S. defense perimeter 
on Bougainville. It is reached by a 
narrow, winding trail which in some 
places goes almost straight up the 
hillside. It is an important outpost 
guarding the Torokina defense peri- 
meter. 


If the Japanese had it they could 


set up guns to shell our frontlines. 


But the story of the tree is tin- 


finished. 
Every Japanese in the 


tunnels beneath it had been killed 
or driven out. but some probably 
slipped back during the night. 


No one knows how many lives that 


tree cost the Japanese. 
Through 


binoculars seven bodies are visible 
near it. Undoubtedly it is one of 
the war's highest-priced.

DECLARATIONS 
OF YEAR'S TAX 


Walter J. Rothensies, collector of 


Internal Revenue, Philadelphia, an- 
nounced today that copies of the 
forms for 1944 declarations of esti- i 
mated tax have 
been 
mailed to 


those taxpayers who filed 1943 dec- 
larations in this district last fall. 


Collector 
Rothensies 
said 
any 


other taxpayers who are required to 
file declarations this year may ob- 
tain them from the Office of Col- 
lector ot Internal Revenue, Phila- 
delphia. 


The 1944 declarations are due not 


later than 
April 
15. 
Originally 


scheduled to be filed on March 15 
along with 1943 tax returns, the 1944 
declarations 
were postponed until 


April 15 in order to include provi- 
sions of the recently-enacted Rev- 
enue Act of 1943. 


Keep Paid Up 


The purpose of these declarations, 


Collector Rothensies explained, is 
to keep everyone substantially paid 
up on his income taxes under the 
pay-as-you-go plan. Most taxpay- 
ers are kept approximately paid up 
by the tax that is withheld from 
their wages, and therefore do not 
have to file declarations. 


However, some 
wage 
earners— 


particularly 
clergymen, 
domestic 


servants and* farm laborers—do not 
pay any withholding tax. and are 
required to file declarations. Other 
wage earners pay withholding tax 
but not enough to meet their total 
tax bill and must therefore file 
declarations. 


Also, declarations are required to 


provide a pay-as-you-go method of 
collecting taxes from business and 
professional persons and large num- 
bers of others who get all or part 
of their income from sources where 
no tax is withheld, such as busi- 
ness 
profits, 
dividends, interest, 


rents, property or stock transactions, 
or annuities. 


A declaration is required on or 


before April 15 from all citizens or 
residents of the United States who 
expect to have during 1944—either 
alone or together with a wife or 
husband. 


1. Wages subject to withholding 


exceeding 52,700 for a single per- 
son "or $3,500 for a married couple 
living together. 


2. Or, more than $100 income 


from all other sources if the total 
of such income plus wages subject 
to withholding is (a) $500 or more 
for a single person, or (b) more than 
$624 for a marrler person, or (e) 
$1,200 or more for a married couple 
living together. 


The first quarterly Instalment of 


estimated tax shown to be due on 
the declaration should be made at 
the lime the decimation is filed and 
the remainder should be paid on or 
December 15. 


Farmers, who receive more than 


80 per cent of their income from 
farming, may, if they desire, post- 
pone the filing of declarations until 
December 15. However, if they do 
wait until December 15, the entire 
amount of the estimated tax must 
be paid at that time.

'Dear Hon. Madame:

I wulte this letter in 
Chinese, because I am a Chin­ 
ese. Moreover, you aud I have 
not )>een acquainted with each 
other, but I have been here to 
be a private cook for your Hon. 
husband . . . for six wvekx Your 
husband has treated me ex­ 
ceedingly kind and I have been 
greatly gratified. Your husband 
and I have been living in a 
beautiful and clean two-story 
house. 
Inside of the house we 
have electric lights and heat of 
coal. Outside of the house there 
are flowers, plants and fruit. 
The circumstances around here 
are like my own country. Fur­ 
thermore, the weather has been 
very mild and then* ho* been no 
snow at all. *

“The gathering or departure 
of human beings is very un­ 
certain. We are soldiers, there­ 
fore, we cannot, live together 
forever. 
We must leave here 
very soon and unfortunately I 
ran not go with your husband. 
It is my sincere hope th a t he 
will go back to America to see 
you: otherwise, he may go to a 
place where it is far away from 
hts homeland. 
I pray for hLs 
good health and to secure a road 
which is called a victory road. 
His future life will have an un­ 
limited fortune. 
I hope before 
long we can see each other in 
China. 
I must stop now and 
pledge for the final victory of 
the Allied nations.’’

PSEA BANQUETS; 
MOWREY SPEAKS 


"There has been much dissatisfac- 


tion among some people who ask 
why the public schools cannot teach 
four grades in 18 months, as the 
Army does," Raymond Mowrey, su- 
perintendent of the Franklin coun- 
ty schools, told the members of-the 
Adams county branch of the Penn- 
sylvania State Educators' associa- 
tion at then- first annual spring 
dinner meeting Wednesday evening 
at the Hotel Gettysburg. 


"The answer is that If our teach- j 


ers had the money the army has 
to purcliase teaching' aids and were 
dealing with adults, then the teach- 
ers would be able to do just as good 
a job. But our teachers-are asked 
to do a good job with little, very lit- 
tle equipment. The army can uie 
visual aids, can secure any type of 
teaching aid it needs, while the 
teachers in the public schools must 
struggle along for the most part with 
a single textbook. 


"And T fear that after the war the 


condition will grow worse. That 
the nation is going to spend so much 
on UK wrecking crew that there will 
be no money for the reconstruction 
gang. There will be a concerted 
movement- to reduce taxes after the 
war-and the first unit where econo- 
mies will be made so taxes can be 
lowered will be the schools. 


"Must Restore Our Profession" 
"We as educators must understand 


that a great part of our teaching 
.is done outside the classrooms by 
our own actions, our habits and 
everything we do. If we are to make 
a-better world we must restore the 
teaching profession to its former 
spirit in which men and women took 
pride, in being teachers. We must 
make more contacts, broaden our 
outlook and teach- more people of 
the great need for education. If 
we want education to advance, we 
teachers must get out and promote 
it and-meet the arguments of those 
who belittle teaching and teachers."
